Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S. C. 102 that form the 



basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed publication in this 
or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United 
States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application by another who 
has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1), (2), and (4) of section 371(c) of this title before the invention 
thereof by the applicant for patent. 



The changes made to 35 U.S.C. 102(e) by the American Inventors Protection Act of 1999 
(AIPA) do not apply to the examination of this application as the application being examined 
was not (1) filed on or after November 29, 2000, or (2) voluntarily published under 35 U.S.C. 
122(b). Therefore, this application is examined under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) prior to the amendment 
by the AIPA (pre-AIPA 35 U.S.C. 102(e)). 

3. Claims 1-5, 8-15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) and/or (e) as being clearly 
anticipated by Mercier et al (FR c 834). 
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The claim is considered to be clearly met by Mercier et al (FR '834) who show a near 
object detection radar systems for use in an automotive obstacle detection warning radar system 
including, inter alia, a plurality of radars (2 in Figure 1) on a vehicle which provide detection 
coverage in a "predetermined coverage zone". Figure 1 depicts coverage zones for the object 
detection radar system having various sensors about the periphery of the vehicle. Each of the 
sensors is coupled to analog processing units (6a, 6b, 6c). Each of the sensors data is processed 
via a digital processor 7 (considered to be a central processor), which "shares" information from 
each of the plurality of sensors to provide a near object detection system. Claim 5 is considered 
to be inherent to Mercier et al (FR '834) since the claim merely recites nomenclature to the 
"coverage zones". The radars are FMCW. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claim 6 and 7 are allowed. 

Conclusion

disclosure. The cited prior art show various object detection systems.
